3. A television receiver set as claimed La daim 2, char- 
acterized in that the wall portions of the bracket which are 
provided with the sawtooth arrangements ire extended with 
an operational portion and are flexibly connected to the 
central portion of the bracket, the wall portions with the 
sawtooth arrangements being situated at one sine of the 
flexible connection and the operational portion at the other 
side of the flexible connection, whereby manipulation of 
said operational portions in opposition to said flexible con- 
nection disengages the blocking action cf the sawtooth 
arrangements of the bracket and the support. 

4. A television receiver set as claimed in daim 1, char- 
acterized in that the support and the bracket are provided 
with guiding means for introducing the bracket into the 
support. 

5. A television receiver set as claims in daim 1, char- 
acterized in that an abutment surface of die fastening hook, 
against which the second wall portion of the bracket presses, 
endoscs an angle of between 20° and 70° vah the insertion 
direction of the bracket.
